OF NATIVE LABORED FROM INDIA 


(By Associated Press) 


London, Sept. 25—A plan for en- 


couraging the emigration of. native la- 
borers from India, to U rlllsli Guinea, 
Trinidad, Jamaica, and FIJI announced 
by the British government Is expected 
to result In the permanent settlement 
of many thousand 
Hast Indians In

The object Is to provide a fair sub- 


stitute for the abolished system of in- 
dentured or contract East Indian la- 
bor.

Ho 
will then 1)0 free to move from one 
employer to another at a month's no- 
tice being encouraged to work for the 
ensuing two'and'a half years In ag- 
ricultural industries by the offer of a 
good many benefits subsequently as a 
colonist. At no time will he be under 
any indenture or contract, the relation 
between, him and his employer being 
exactly as that prevailing In the col- 
ony between any employer and* em- 
ployee. 


l''or 
tho protection of the Immi- 


grants the government will d.eclde who 
may or who may not employ them. 


A fair minimum, wage will be1 fixed 


and will bo revised every five years 
on tho basis of change In the cost of 
living. 


As soon as the worker has com- 


pleted three years' employment, he will 
have the choice of returning to 'India 
or becoming a permanent settler. If ho 
chooses the latter the land will be put 
nt Ills dlsposa! by the colonial govern- 
ment.

ment for redrafting. 


Newton D, Baker, Secretary of Wnr, 


and officers attached to the Judge Ad- 
vocate General's office, defended 
the 


bill, declaring it would make the Am- 
erican army in Franco 
better and 


stronger, but the stib-commlttce took 
the 'view that th« mtasiir* could not 


withstand the constitutional objections 
In the Senate. 


Senator Rcetl, of Missouri, expres- 


sed the fear that tho 
bill not only 


«-ould destroy the credit of soldiers and 
sailors and their families, defeating the 
very purpose for which 
It has been 


framed, but would result in insurance 
companies cancelling policies held by 
soldiers and sailors. Senators Brande-

North Carolina, and Fletcher,.of Flo- 
rida, coincided with this view. Insur- 
ance companies, through their repre- 
sentatives, lolcl the committee the bill 
would bankrupt them.

non-payment of premiums.

Reed and Brandegeo declared this was 
manifestly unjust and unconstitutional

. The Hague. Netherlands, Sopt. 24.— 
Tliero Is $200,000,000 worth of foreign 
credit paper now la the Netherlands, 
accojcdliig1 .to tho Minister of Finance, 
Mario "tvillem Frederlk Treub.

and the absorption of further accounts 
Is becoming so difficult as to threaten 
serious Interference with tho country's 
foreign trade and economic welfare.

their stocks of. this paper, not because 
they doubt its soundness where proper 
guarantees arc secured, but .because 
they do not desire to tlo up too muoh

".That means that the farmers ntid 
dcnlcrsi .cannot go on taking German 
and British treasury bills In payment 
for their goods, and apparently neither 
Germany nor Britain want to -pay In 
cash.
